ANCIENT ASTRONOMY IN CHINA. 
"A paper on, this aubjoct was read by Prof, 
Russell bufore the Peking Oriental Society 
ou, the 26th March, of which the following 
ign préeia: 

When Chinese history opens, na small 
progress had been nade in aatronomy. | Tlie 
stara Wal Head already named, tho con- 
stellutions of the zodiac marked out, aud 
the seasons determined. Ab appr ximation 
had been already mado to tha length of the 
year, Thus we fiud in the opening chapter 
of the Shu Ching the directions of the 
Emperor Yuo to his four astronomers how 
to determine the equinoxes and solatices 
by means of culminating stars; He told 
them ‘at’ these four epochs of the year, 
about dusk; they would see specifi rd alan 
just on the meridian, Tho time-of observa 
tion is sv Vague and the precession of the 
equinoxes so slow that it is impossible from 
these data te fix the dato .of Yuo's reign. 
Calculating back the positi 
stars mentioned by Yao it will be found, 


two equinoxes thu stars mentioned will at 
the beginning of dusk ‘be already pnst 
the meridian: Thus the directions sre 
much more suitable for an rye several 
conturies later than that of Yao Wang. No 
further astronomical allusions are met with 
in the Sho Ching until the reign of Ohung 
Kang, the fourth: Emporor of tho Haoia 
dynasty. In his reign, probably tho. first 
year of his reign, occurred an eolipse of tho 
sun, the most celebrated not only for its 
untiquity,. more remote by about 1,500 
years than any recorded by any other. na- 
tion, but also for the dréad fate uf the, two 
astronomers Hsi and Ho, who were taken 
by surprige at ita eccurrence;and unprepar- 
ed to porform the oustomary rites, On this 
account, according tothe account, in: the 
Shu Ohing, they were put to duath.
